LOCATION: north of Frayser Blvd., east of the CN Railroad Line and west of New
Allen Road; Memphis, Shelby County.

WATERSHED DESCRIPTION: Loosahatchie Watershed (HUC 08010209). Surrounding land
use is residential, mining, forest and some open fields. The unnamed tributary on site flows
diagonally across the site into an unnamed tributary within the median of New Allen Road and
eventually discharges into the Loosahatchie River. Approximately 7.8 miles of the Loosahatchie
is on the 2006 303(d) list. The causes are PCB, chlordane, dioxin, loss of biological integrity due
to siltation and habitat alterations, physical substrate habitat alterations and escherichia coli. The
pollution sources are contaminated sediment, MS 4 discharges, and channelization. Near the
upstream end of the unnamed tributary the channel is less defined with various bank depths of 12-
18 inches and width of 3-4 feet. Sweetgum, cedar, honeysuckle and blackberry dominate the
riparian. Further downstream the stream is better defined with average bank depths of 4-feet and
widths of 12-14 feet with privet, sweetgum, sycamore and multiflora rose.

PROJECT DESCRIPTION: The applicant is proposing a Nike Distribution Center and Belz
Commercial Outlet Facility. The proposed project will require the relocation of 2,871 linear
feet of the unnamed tributary.

Stream mitigation will occur onsite with the creation of 2,867 linear feet of new channel
within 50-foot wide corridor with 3:1 slopes, a flow channel of 4-feet and a bank depth of
4-feet. Several in-stream habitat features will be included such as root wads and drop-log
structures. The banks will be planted with 400 stems per acre on ten foot centers. A
combination of early and late successional tree species will be planted to allow for the
rapid development of canopy. Land use restrictions shall be placed on the new channel
and signs established within this area to reduce maintenance activities. The new channel
will be monitored with annual reports submitted to this office.

In accordance with the Tennessee Antidegradation Statement (Rule 1200-4-3-.06), the division
has determined that the proposed activity will not result in degradation to water quality

The request must be filed within the comment period, indicate the interest of the
person requesting it, the reasons that the hearing is warranted, and the water quality issues being
raised. When there is sufficient public interest in water quality issues, the department will hold a
public hearing.
